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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-10, 12-39, 53-57, and 63-67, drawn to method and apparatus for 
routing calls in an Advanced Intelligent Network (AIN), classified in class 
379, subclass 220.01 and 221.08. 

II. Claims 40-43, drawn to interexchange signaling utilizing GR1 129 protocol 
messages, classified in class 379, subclass 379/229. 

III. Claims 47-49, drawn to TCP/IP packets data transmission, classified in 
class 370, subclass 352. 

IV. Claims 50-52, drawn to service profile (e.g., calling service) and creation 
or updating of service, classified in class 379, subclass 201.02, 201.03. 

V. Claims 58-61 , drawn to if the call is not answered, offering the caller 
additional call routing options with a fee, classified in class 379, subclass 
201.12 

VL Claim 62, drawn to special services provided to the caller such as 
simultaneous or sequential ringing, classified in class 379, subclass 
201.01. 

2. Inventions I, II, III, IV, V and VI are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can 
be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
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modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01 ). In the instant case the different inventions, Group I has separate utility such as 
method and apparatus for routing calls in an Advanced Intelligent Network (AIN), while 
Group II has separate utility such as a data communication method for an Advanced 
Intelligent Network utilizing GR 1129 protocol messages. 

Similarly, Group II has separate utility such as a data communication method for 
an Advanced Intelligent Network utilizing GR 1129 protocol messages, while Group III 
has separate utility such as TCP/IP packets data transmission. The same argument , 
applies for Groups IV, V, and VI. 

From the description of the invention^ as shown in paragraph 1 above, it is clear 
that the inventions are not related. For example, in Group I, no *TCP/IP is needed and 
no fees are recited. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. A telephone call was made to Attorney John Rauch on 10/13/04 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
